FACE JDFJHE WIND 


Problem of Aerial Navigation Finally is 


Solved by Count Von Zeppelin 


of Germany. 


Berlin, July 3—Aerial navigation is 


no longer a problem of the future, as it 
was clearly proven yesterday by a prac- 
tical demorjBtration that space may - 
traveled even in the face of a wind 


The test waa made at lake Constance 


and was in every way successful. 
The 


great airship constructed at a cost of 
8250.000' under the direction of Count 
von Zeppelin was sent in the air to 
leight of half a mile Rnd while at that 
altitude was maneuvered as easily as 
:hough it had been a ship of the water. 


The airship-obeyed the rudder and 


propellers completely. It ran with or 
against the wind with equal success and 
was made to cut circles in the air at the 
vill of the operator. 


The machine traveled thirty-five miles 


rom the starting point and landed in 
the wuter near Immerstadt. A slight 
miscalculation was made and the craft 
was sent to the water rather than into a 
ruit orchaid where it would have been 
njured. 


Count von Zeppelin, the inventor, and 


our companions made the ascension. 
All are highly elated over the success of 
he test and are confident that in the 
lear future aerial navigation can be put 
o practical ends.

months of 1S06. Prom May 4 to Oct. 
S, 1S93, the American people tlrew 
:$3TS,000,000 from-the national banks. 
J. Edward' Simmons, president of the 
Fourth National bank of New York, 
who aa.a fervent "tariff reformer" had 
said on Nov. 11, 1882, "Tbe election of 
Grover Cleveland can only be regarded 
l>y all conservative business men as a 
fortunate thing for this country," said 
in another newspaper interview on 
May 20, 1896: "Fanic? We have been 


. so deep In a hole for three years that 
things cannot get any lower!" 


Ill September, 1803, after Mr. Cleve- 


land had been inaugurated, but before 
Gorman-Wilsonlsm had become law, 
.The American Economist undertook 
an industrial census. It showed a de- 
crease in labor since Nov. 5, 1802, of 
<51% per cent, ii decrease in wages of 
69 per cent and a decrease In business 
of 47.2 per cent. This was due to the 
antitariff agitation and the certainty 
that protection was to be reduced by 
Democratic enactment. 
The silver 


propaganda had not then become an 
important factor In trade or polities. 
When the Gorman-Wilson law was 
finally passed, it began at once to en- 
rich Europe and impoverish America. 
Our imports of certain competing for- 
eign goods, which had been valued at 
§85.205,780 in ten .months of 1893-i 
rose to $109,296,731 in the ten months' 
of 1894-5 under tbe reduced duties. 
Foreigners were supplying goods which 
had been made at home. American 
•factories were closed. American wage 
earners were in idleness and want On 
the evening of Jan. 12, 1S04. after the 
Cleveland administration had been ten 
months in power, a great mass meeting 
Jn Cooper Union, New York, declared 
•in formal resolution that "a large per- 
centage ot the working people in the 
various industries: in this country are 
•today out of employment" and "ear- 
•nestly protested" against the disas- 
trous purpose of tlie Democratic tariff 
policy. 


Nor were wage earners the only suf- 


ferers. 
The farmers, too, were' hard 


hit by tlie 'tariff reform" experiment. 
Because of reduced employment there 
,was 
a reduced consumption of their 


products. Government statistics show 
that the farmers lost in the shrunken 


„ values of their crops during this Dem- 


ocratic tariff for revenue period "con- 
siderably more than §1,000,000.000 a 
year," or in all. "more than twice, the 
amount of the national debt at the 
close of the war of the rebellion." 


It was an ironical fact that this

States has become a better consumer 
for many lines of foreign goods, for 
our people are in better shape than 
ever before to gratify their taste for 
luxuries, and there are now more men 
than ever before who can afford to 
wear high priced foreign fabrics. At 
the same time there are more men. 
and well dressed men, -too, than ever 
before who are wearing American made 
clothes. So there is not much ground 
for grumbling at the 1,000,000 yards of 
British worsteds which were'sold to 
the United States in the month of 
April,' especially when we remember 
that in April, 1897, three mouths prior 
to tbe enactment of the Dingley tariff, 
more than ten times that qu.intity of 
British worsteds came to this country 
nnder the fi»e trade .tariff of 1S94-7. 
Those were halcyon years for foreign 
cloth makers and gloomy years for 
American cloth makers. Now the sit- 
uation is reversed alike as to fabrics 
and other competitive foreign products, 
and the American people seem to enjoy 
tbe change.

The Situation at Feklngr I* Desperate, 


•. According to London 
Dispatches — 


Northern China Seemingly Breaking 


. A nay from the Empire. 


Paris, July 3.—In the chamber of 


•deputies M. Delcasse, the minister of 
foreign affairs, announced that French 
troops from Tonquin were arriving on 
the scene of the fighting in China, ami 
the French admiral would soon have 
3,000 men, while, with the arrival of 
the other troops on their way, France 
•within a month will have a force pro- 
portionate to 'her position in China. 


The French consul at Tien-Tsin tele- 


graphs under date of June 26 as fol- 
lows: 


"Several shells were fired into the 


town yesterday evening, one falling 
on the French consulate and seriously 
damaging the building, without injur- 
ing the residents. 


"The secretary of the consulate, who 


was acting as road surveyor for the 
town, and two French sailors "were 
killed at the town -hall." 


London, July 3.—The allies are not, 


advancing to the relief of Pekin. This 
announcement to the house of com- 
mons by William St; John Brcxirick, 
under secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, was received with exclamations 
of astonishment and dismay. Sir Ellis 
Ashmead Bartlett inquired if any in- 
formation had been received from the 
legations at. Pekin or as tp the compo- 


' sition and command of the relieving 


force and its present position. 
Mr. 


Brodrick read the dispatch received 
and said the total allied force available 
is .now about 13,000, as- troops have 
been rapidly arriving, 'adding: 
"We 


do not yet know what arrangements 
have been made locally regarding the 
command of an expedition, but it has 
riot.yet been thought possible -to at- 
tempt a further advance. The consuls 
have been in communication with the 
viceroys in the Yang Tse region and 
they are auite well aware that sup- 


. port will be given them by her majes- 


ty's government in preserving order.

Powers* Look to Japan. 


St. Petersburg has been informed, 


over the Siberian' wires, that the de- 
struction of the Russian railways in 
Manchuria continues, «.nd It seems'"not 
improbable that Russia will be fully 
occupied for a time in suppressing the 
insurrection among its subject Chinese 
and'may be unable to send more troops 
immediately to Taku. 


The powers look more and more to 


Japan to supply the force necessary 
at once to grapple with the formidable 
rebellion.
